1. We read -with interest your synopsis of the Fail JCHQ3RAM case and 
welcome additional details aa they become available. 

2. In view of the info r mation contained in Reference A. unless further 
clarifying information is available, ve are innlined to question QBA&*s 
sincerity in cooperating with BFHUL and also his loyalty to the West German 
government. We are basing our position on (SBAK's denial that ha visited a 
cemetery in Hamburg and also on the discrepancy in the naattmrr of envelopes 
which he stated he received from the unidentified case officer during the 
meeting In Zur ich i n January 19&L. Concerning GSAM’s visit to the Hamburg 
cemetery, the UtMJULL report did not Indic ate if anything was found at the 
site. Did the bPHlU. surveillance team check to determine ifeaythtng was 
deposited or removed from the vicinity of the gravestone eftaarCBUBP.S. 
departureT is the surveillance team c ertain that itwa* indeed GEAM who 
they were survellllngt How does uwinx reconcile QBAMTs denial, tigadhst 

the evidence produced -by the surveillance toast 

3. In Paragraph If of Reference A mention was made of 90STLAE&V r A'a wish 
to emigrate to West Germany with her family* It la unlikely that the Cwchs 
would passively monitor such a conversation or permit auch a move to taker 
place unless it would prove beneficial to them* They may indeed plan, to ttse 
GOTTLABQVA as an 1,3 legal resident, as suggested by mstiitx. 

If. It is possible that GOTnLABQYA is gleaning tn f oy«pa-te<op from XS4X5& 
concerning his Job with the Landes gerlchtsrat, eapeotATy his access to 
Information regarding changes In statutes affecting the occupation 
authorities in Vest Berlin. As you will recall, KU08M was first 
in this case in March -April 1959 when it was believed that he was the 
person referred to by GOCTXABOYA when she stated that She and "JQCBMARS* 
traveled to West Berlin on Rosenmontag to ylalt a Judge* (Bee MUSI 9286 
and MUNI 9287 dated 28 March »60 and HOKA-16905, dated l*f April '59).

GBAH case. It is hoped that this assistance will encfl ”r*et il BS S & L 
to provide us with more detailed end timely Information on their 
findings in the Czech Intelligence field* 
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
